Prof. Charles Walsh, prominent in 
educational circles, gave a brief talk 
on ''Youthful Education." He spoke 
of the corrected influences of youth. 

Nagging should be abolished and in 
its place in 1 should seek out the chil- 
dren's hobbies and encourage t-hein. 

They should be urged to think hard 
and continually and to make it a habit. 

We should (ill our schools with great 
personalities. There are two ways of 
doing this. 

p:i-; Pay a living wage to teach- 
er-, and second — Pay in respect ami 
r. gnition. 

The technical and industrial training 
is excellent for the preparation of 
war — but, art. history, classics and the 
ability to understand one another is 
the best method of training for peace. 

He also mentioned the German sub- 
marines as an ilustration. They train 
their men for one special kind of work 
- where in America om> must learn 
the general line through and through, 
and then specialize on one branch. 
Meaning the technical and industrial 
education should have the general 
education first. 

Finally he spoke of the majority of 
the movies a-s being more silly than 
sinful, but that we should learn to 
love and cherish the good things. 

Professor Walsh is formerly from an 
Ethical Culture school in New York 
City.

One of the most interesting affairs 
held, in Narberth in a long while was 
the luncheon of the League of Women 
Voters, last Wednesday afternoon, in 
the community room of the Y. M. C. A. 
The meeting was for the purpose of 
preparing the women for the coining 
Primary Election, and to stress the im- 
portance of every Miter being regis- 
tered correctly. 

After the luncheon, prepared and 
served by the new citizens themselves, 
Mrs. C. I'. Fowler, who presided, in- 
troduced the speakers. 

Hits Excessive Tax Collection Fees 

Benjamin F. Ludlow, a prominent 
Philadelphia attorney, and a member 
of the Stat.- Tax Law Bevision Com- 
mittee, who was the lirst speaker, ex- 
plained that the proposed tax revision 
law did not provide for a revision of 
the tax laws as to real estate, but 
rather the methods of collecting taxes, 
lie spoke of the tabling of the Marshall 
tax revision bill and the understanding 
that seemed to prevail in pome quarters 
that the bill was ''dead and buried," 
hut assured his hearers that any such 

'death report'' was premature and 
that tin- bill would be heard from 
later. 

He called attention to the fart that 
the commissions from taxes collected 
here in Pennsylvania are so excessive 
that tire township treasurer is able to 
collect in fees over $1,000 per month, 
which is more than United States 
Senators and other large office holders 
are paid. He was positive that if 
Ohio j; an collect, its tntes lit one-fifth 
of the recent co.-t of doing the 
same work here in Pennsylvania, our 
State ought to be able to do as well. 
Miss Martha Thomas, of the State 
League, of Women Voters, spoke in the 
place of Mrs. l.auience Lewis Smith. 
who was unable to attend. Miss Thomas 
explained and emphasized the need of 
women joining the League, and paying 
dues so that the educational work of 
the League may be continued. She 

called attention to the convention of 
the National League of Women Voters 
which will be held this spring in Balti- 
more, ami urged that a- many Nar- 
berth women lis possibly could should 
attend the convention session. She 

also invited all women voters to visit 
the League's room in the Finance 
Building. Philadelphia, whenever they 
had an opportunity. 

Why Primaries Are Better

IVnha, the renowned solo 'cellist and 
successor of Hans Kiruller, in the Phil- 
adelphia Orchestra, will be the special 
feature in the concert to be given by 
the Narberth Choral Society in the 
School Auditorium.

all cut and dried before hand, and that 
even when an independent, conscien- 
tious delegate was sent to a conven- 
tion, it was practically impossible for 
him to accomplish anything in the face 
of such conditions and methods. 

While th<> Primary Election method 
now in use, in Mr. Berry's opinion, 
is not perfect, all things considered 
it is infinitely better than the old con- 
vention method. The best guarantee 
against a return to the old methods is 
a thorough knowledge of what those 
methods were and how they operated, 
and the best way to improve the new 
primary system is to acquire a thor- 
ough knowledge of our election needs 
and to learn from a study of our prim- 
ary system itself just what the good 
points and defeats of the primary law
